An Annulling Cnlumity In the Miw*lH-

DAVENFOBT, Ia., Oct. 27.—About lialf- 


past 10 to-night tho whistle on the bridge 
sounded an alarm, which was at once 
taken up by the fire bells. Other wins: 
ties from the river and shouts of men 
directed tho gathering crowds to the 
river, where loud cries for help were 
heard, aud the sound rof escaping steam 
showed that some disaster had occurred- 
It was learned that the steamer Jennie 
Gilchrist left £this point at about 10 
o'clock, bound for up-the-river-pointst 
with two barges, a heavy load of freight' 
and a good list of passengers. When just 
above the Government bridge.the engines 
became unmanageable, probably through 
the giving way of the cam-rods. The 
current in tho river rnus at that point 
with astonishing rapidity, and the boot 
was borne down upon the bridge. 
The 


impending disaster paralyzed tho passen- 
gers and crew, and no effort was made to 
avert it. Iu a moment the steamer 
crashed against the bridge with tremen- 
dous force. It was careened as it struck, 
and tho water came pouring over the 
guards. At the same time tho weights 
slipped off the safety-valve, and the 
steum poured out of tho boilers on the 
helpless people. Some jumped headlong 
into the water, while others rushed upon 
barges and some staid to bo scalded to 
death. 


The heartrending shrieks of tho suffer- 


ers rose above the sound of the steam, 
and were plainly heard by tho people on 
shore. The latter were uuablo to ren- 
der any assistance, for nearly all the skiffs 
and row-boats have been placed in win- 
ter quarters. The feelings of the spec- 
tators ou tho shore who knew that human 
beings were dying before their faces and 
were unable to help them were terribly 
agonizing. After a time two steamers 
lying by the bank were manned and 
started to tho rescue. These worked for 
hours, and have succeeded in rescuing 
all of the crew but four, and five of the 
passengers. There were on board the ill- 
fated steamer 
twenty-three persons, 


four of whom are women. Only one fe- 
male so far has been saved. Of the res- 
cued two are scalded in the most terri- 
ble manner, the skin being boiled from 
the ilcsh iu strips. Another has been 
crushed between two timbers, and very 
badly injured. They aro all being cared 
for as well as possible, aud it is hoped 
that all will live. No hopes are now en- 
tertained that any more will be rescued 
alive, Tho night is very dark and the 
throng from the South has rendered it 
very difficult to search. The Gilchrist 
was owned by H. M. Gilohrist, of Rapids 
City, III.

"The Chicago & Northwestern railway 


now has on its line between Chicago niul 
Council Bluffs on institution which has 
become very popular iu tho West of Into 
years, namely, dining cars, not like those 
of the Pullman company, iu which meals 
are served u In carte, and yon pay for 
what you order, but oars in which a full 
meal is served at a fixed price, (which 
fixed price, by the way, iu all of. these 
cars, so far as we know, is seventy-live 
cents). That is, these traveling hotels are 
conducted on the American plan, and not 
on the European plan, like the Pullman 
hotel cars, which are properly restaurant 
ours. 


"Exporieaced; travelers, and wo may 


aJJ, experienced diners, usually prefer 
restaurants to any hotel regular men], or 
'table tl'hoti? ; anil as soon fas people have 
acquired this taste (ami to all but a few' 
natives of cities in this country it is an 
acquired taste), they are very impatient 
if: it is notgratifteil; «moh impatioace be- 
ing doubtless duo iu part to not gottin"; 
what they really do prefer, but also in 
part, we are inclined to believe, to a desire 
to show' their superior taste— it bpinjj ex- 
perienced diners as we have said, that 
usually prefer tlio -restaurant to tlio hotel 
table. However that may bo, there oan 
bo no doubt that an immense major- 
ity of those who travel, and oven of those 
who 
cannot 
afl'ord 
to 
pay 


severity-five cents for a meal (which 
is 
but 
a 
fraction 
of 
tho 


number who travel,) much prefer to have 
a regular moal for their money. The fact 
is, not one American in a hundred know 
how_ to eat at a restaurant. The average 
family traveling cannot get what it would 
call a ' square meal ' at a restaurant, 
either in hotel or car without paying two 
or thrco times seveuty-uVo cents apiece 
for it. They tlo not like to dino olF one 
or two dishes, and want tea or coffee, 
vegetables, and something for dessert, 
mid they can't manage it. They like bet- 
tor to have their diuncr set before them, 
pay a fixed price, and eat a; little of 
every thin?. Yonr Parisian (or New York, 
gourmand may say this is barbarous; 
but (saving his presence), sad to say, iu 
matters of eating, wo are a nation of bar- 
barians; it is his and his follows' mission 
to reform us in this particular; to tench 
ns to cook and to eat. But this reform 
is as yet hardly begun. 


"Tho Chicago & Northwestern has is- 


sued a somewhat elaborate bill ot faro of 
the meals served in its dining cars, inter- 
spersed with sundry receipts for some of 
the dishes, and foot-notes describing a 
few of the uuiivaled attractions of the 
great Chicago & Northwestern Bail way.

uBttal appearance that makes thorn pop- 
ular with those who <io not know that 
theyafo almost ad tiheuited to our cli- 
mate oS ore bananas and pineapples, for 
it is very rarely that they give a second 
bloom. As ft whole, these standard or 
treo roses may be regarded as utterly 
unsuited to onr climate. 'If those who 
buy them at the Boles this spring will be 
satisfied with one year's bloom an a, re- 
turn for the price, very well; for they 
can expect in ordinary culture but little 
more. Bnt why try to cultivate these . 
wee rodcs when pillar roses are readily 
grown and—to persons who do not seek 
lor the odd and unusual—vastly moro 
beautiful. Any vigorous rose, even the 
climbers, such as queen of the prairie, 
tfcay be grown in this form, with vigor- 
ous pruning, but usually the rcmontauta 
(hybrid perpetuals, so called) are select- 
fid. _ The stake, one of durable wood, or 
Of iron, befog set in tho ground, the 
Ioe6 is planted close to it. For its sub- 
sequent training one must have some 
knowledge of the principles of pruning; 
tho upward growth must bo encouraged, 
but not allowed to interfere with tho 
formation of side branches. Another 
form of the pyramid rose is to set a 
strong stake in tho center and train four 
or six roses, planted hi a circle around 
it, to wires lending from strong pegs set 
in the ground to the top of the stake. 
Either of theso methods is possible in 
our climate, and gives results more 
beautiful and satisfactory than tho tree 
roses.—American Agriculturist.
